A plan for abolishing sugar bounties 


without waiting for its repeal in the 
tariff 1 ill has been informally discussed 
among members of the House who are 
radically opposed to bounty in general 
and sugar bounty in particular. It has 
been suggested to members of the 
Ways and Means Committee that a 
bounty repeal amendment be attached 
as a rider to the Legislative and Judic- 
ial Appropriation bill. The committee 
has taken no action on the suggestion, 
nor is it likely to for the present, as it 
would indicate a fear that the tariff bill 


peot is very unfortunate. The Gov-j 
ernment, when it is allowed to act in- j 
dependent of the bankers and bond- 
holders, can coin dollars out of silver 
and say that these dollars shall be full 
legal tender for all debts, public and 
private, the gold clause to tho contrary 
notwithstanding. Then the bondhold- 
er, the pawnbroker, the extortioner, in 
fact all creditors would have to show 
just as much respect for the silver dol- 
lar as they do the gold dollar, and with 
the free coinage of this kind of full 
legal tender dollars would immediately 
bring the bullion value of silver up to 
$1 29 an ounce. 


Mr. Fulton will hardly deny that the 


demonetization of silver by the United 
States has caused a great depreciation 
in the market price of silver bullion. 
The people of this country have more 
need of full legal tender money than 
any people on earth for they are more 
hopelessly in debt. As silver was de- 
monetized and the currency destroyed 
n the interest of the bondholder and 
xtortioner, it should now be restored 
and the people allowed enough cur- 
rency to transact their business and 
pay their debts, otherwise the debts

Judge Oatlin of the Superior Court 


of California iu the libel case of C. H. 
Oilman against tho Snorameuto Bee, 
has given the plaiutLff ,f500 damages. 
Oilman was arrested ou complaint of 
Mrs. Estcli'i Truitt, employed as a do- 
mestic in Oilman's household, who 
charged him with criminal assault. 
The Bee published the woman's story 
on which the warrant was issued to- 
gether with Oilman's denial as made at 
the offica of the Bee. Oilman claimed 
that tho Bee should not publish the 
woman's story, as he denied it, and in- 
formed tbe Bee that it was a part of a 
bltickmailing scheme, and he brought 
suit against the Bee for $50,000 dama- 
ges.

The £.egal Tender Clause Gives it Its 


Chief Value. 


EDITOR JOUKNAL:—In a recent issue 


of your paper B. JR. Fulton quotes the 
following from Dr. Hogan's article: 


A piece of standard gold weighing 


twenty-live and eight-tenths grains is 
' the money of the United 8tates which, 


by law, is declared to be of the value of 
one dollar. 


And then makes the following com- 


ment: 


The law does not say the value of the 
piece shall be one dollar, it says the 
name of it shall be one dollar and it 
leaves to commerce and the needs of 
business the regulation of its value. 


In another article published a day 


or two later, Mr. Fulton expresses him- 
self more fully and his closing para- 
graph reads as follows: 


The law makes the dollar of which 


the materials are worth but fifty-two 
cents worth a dollar in other money by 
putting its credit into it, not by raising 
the value of the metal in it (which it 
cannot do), tbe same as you make a 
piece of paper, value one mill, worth 
ten or a hundred dollars by signing 
your name to a note written upon it, 
and .apt by raising the value of the 
paper itself, which is forever spoiled. 


These two statements of R. lo. Ful- 


ton's are quoted to get his views as 
fully as possible on the question. To 
condense the two statements into as 
brief a statement as possible Congress 
stamps the coin aud calls it a dollart 
and leaves to commerce and the needs 
of business the regulation of its value, 
and then coins other kinds of dollars 
and makes them as good as any other 
dollar by putting its credit into tbe 
cheaper dollar. In his last article Mr. 
Fuitoii admits that the law can raise 
the value of a coin by putting its credit 
into it, but bis comparison of tbe Qov-
